1 . Claims 2-15,18-21 ,23,25-38,40, and 42-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited art discloses a flat carrier substrate made of a dielectric material; a first conducting 
track applied to the carrier substrate, the first conducting track including at one end a 
point of contact to gather or inject the signals and a first dipole at an opposite end; and 
a second conducting track applied to the carrier substrate opposite from the first 
surface, the second conducting track including at one end a point of contact to gather or 
inject the signals and a second dipole at an opposite end, wherein the first and the 
second dipoles form crossed dipoles; a portion of the antenna arrangement including 
the dipoles is mounted on one of the outer surfaces of the glazing, a portion of the 
antenna arrangement including points of contact to gather or to inject the signals is 
mounted on an other surface of the glazing, and the carrier substrate is disposed 
around a peripheral surface of the glazing.
